NEW YORK, April 24.—(Bul- 
Jetin)—A general strike of Am- 
erican seamen affiliated with the 
Industrial Workers of the World 
who are aboard ships in New 
York harbor, was ordered at 
midnight by officials of that or- 
ganization. The I.W.W. head- 
quarters asserted 80,000 men 
would be affected by the order. 

The figure, however, was ex- 
pected to exceed the actual num- 
ber who would go on strike 
tonight and tomorrow. 

The strike is the outcome ofa 
refusal by steamship owners to 
provide increases of $15 a month 
for all classes of labor. The own- 
ers stood firm in their determi- 
nation to pay the shipping board 
rate approved by the American 
Steamship Owners’ association. 

Police tonight were ordered to 
take special precautions about 
the watertronts. Nine seamen 
on a small freighter were the 
first to walk out tonight. 


UNEMPLOYED 
IN CLASH WITH 
GERMAN POLICE 


“One Man“Is-Kilied’ and Anothet 


Badly Injured in Ruhr 
Clash 


ESSHN, April 22, — iA mob of 
unemployed men clashed with the 
police today at Katersberg near 
here, in another outbreak of the 


unrest throughout the Rhur which 
German officials attribute to Com- 
munist agitators. One man was 
killed and one badly wounded, 

According to German accounts 
several hundred men under Conm- 
munist leaders attempted to pre- 
sent demands to the city authori- 
ties, but the mayor ordered the po- 
ice to hold them off. The crowd 
resented the efforts of the police 
and the collision followed. 

The men, as in other similar de- 
monstrations, had formulated de- 
mands for free supplies of pota- 
toes, ‘ncreased municipal unem- 
ployment allowance and a certain 
amount of shoes and clothing. 
These demands, the. German au- 
authorities say, are largely inspir- 
ed by the Communist agitators who 
go from place to place, wherever 
there is unemployment, organize 
the men and incite them to trouble.

Hundreds of Farms Are 
Surrounded and Grades 
Washed Away 


PORTAGE HIGHWAY 
BADLY DAMAGED 


Government Engineers to 
Begin Today to Blast 
the Ice 


WINNIPEG, April 24.—A gigan- 
tle ice jam in the Assiniboine river 
from Bate St. Paul to a point south- 


east of Poplar Point, forty miles 
west of here, appears to be the only 
factor which continues to aggra- 
vate the flood eituation in central 
and southern Manitoba. 

As a result of this jam the wa- 
ters of the Agsiniboine have con- 
verted the country northward al- 
most to Reaburn, eastward to Pig- 
eon Lake, and tp the west as far as 
the area immediately south of High 
Bluff, into an immense lake. Hun- 
dreds of farms are surrounded, 
grades are being washed away, and 
{t is feared that the Portage high- 
way, which was badly damaged by 
the flood last year, has already suf- 
fered serious damage. At Bale 8t 
Paul tonight, there was two feet of 
water on the grade. The immense 
volume of water being held back by 
the jam ifs also causing inundation 
of the low-lying land on the south 
side of the river in the Bale Bt. 
Paul district. 
| Outside of the grave aituation 


which exists in the territory be- 
tween Pigeon Lake and Popler 
Point, conditions as reported to- 
night from the other flood areas in 
the province indicate that the worst 
is passed, and it is now only a mat- 
ter of time before normal conditions 
will be resumed. 

Realizing the seriousness of the 
situation west of Baie St. Paul, the 
provincial government hes taken 
action to remove the jam. The en- 
gineerw gent out did not attempt to 
dynamite, but will commence blast- 
ing tomorrow mornjng.

The mill rate on assesment for 
1928 will likely be fixed at 40 mille 
on the dollar, according to an- 
nouncement made by Mayor D. M. 
Duggan Tuesday. All of the as- 
sessment appeals have been dis- 


posed of, and according to present 
indications the 40 mill rate will pro- 
vide sufficient funde to dinance the 
city for the year. 

The mill rate as yet has not been 
discussed by council, but it is ex- 
pected that the recommendations of 
the city commissioners for the 40 
mill rate will be accepted.

The re-valuation which was put 
into effect this year while it is not 
as perfect as could be desired, per- 
mits fairer taxation than any valua- 
tion that has existed in the past. 
There are, however, some districts 
where a general re-valuation will 
have to take place this year, accord- 
ing to the mayor, In some districts 
the property has been assessed on 
ite poasible business value in the 
future, but with conditions as they 
have been during the past few 
years, the business values for future 
use of this property bas changed 
entirely and a _ re-valuation will 
have to be made. 


The total assessment this year will 
be less:than dn 1922, According to 
figures which will be #ubmitted to 
council, the interurban assessment 
will be $60,179,000 with a recom- 
mended milf rate of 40 in compari- 
gon with $61,385,860 last year with 
a mil) rate of 39.70 on the dollar, 
The assesement in the suburban 
area will amount to $1,847,865 with 
a 20 mill rate in comparicon to §$1,- 
119,680 last year with the same mill 
rate per dollar . 

Arrangements were made some 
time ago by council to utilize the 
$50,000 forfeited to the city by the 
Alliance Power company along with 
the $60,000 raised for the purpose

Complaints Were Unfounded 


Says Mayor Duggan — Chil- 
dren Have Good Treatment 


As a result of a number of com- 
plaints with regard to the manner 
in which the children's shelter was 
being conducted an investigation 
has been heli by Mayor D. M. Dug- 


‘| gan and in his report which will be 


made to council he ‘states that con- 
ditions at the home are as good as 
could be expected, and that most 
of the reports were unfounded. 

In its report Mayor Duggan estates 
that there was some Zriction among 
different members of the staff, and 
there were a number of changes in 
the staff of graduate nurses, The 
allegations of ill treatment and 
poor management which were the 
principal complaints upon investi- 
gation were found, however, to be 
unsatisfactorily sustained Criticism 
of geome of the graduate nurses had 
been taken too seriously, according 
to Mayor Duggan. 

It was pointed out by several that 
the death rate at the children's 
home was far too high but the fig- 
ures dione would not indicate that 
the inetitution was not ‘properly 
managed. The number of children 
under one year taken into the home 
were 100 and the death of all ages 
had been 21. In 1922 only 61 
children under one year had been 
admitted and the death rate was 
the same. 

According to Dr. Folinsbee every- 
thing possible is being done for the 
children and the staff have never 
been handicapped for medicines or 
e@pecial foods. The staff were also 
always ready to do anything in their 
power to help the children. 

Owing to the opening of the home 
for boys by the Catholics, all Catho- 
lic boys admitted to the «shelter 
have been removed. This will re- 
sult dn a considerable relief in the 
operation of the shelter which will 
eneble some reduction in the staff. 
The reductions which can be made 
will result in a total saving of about 
$1,700 for the balance of the year.

Manufacturers have been explaining to the 
Parliamentary committee on agricultural condi- 
tions that they will sell goods only to individual 
retail merchants, not to ‘‘rings’’ of retailers form- 
ed for the purpose of buying at cut rates, The 
committee ought next to find out whether the 
manufacturers do their selling as individual con- 
cerns or under the terms of price-fixing agree- 
ments with their competitors. The rule they lay 
down for others ought to apply to themselves. 


PLENTY OF EXPROPRIATION. 

The Trades and Labor Council wants idle land 
expropriated and settled with immigrants. Well, 
the expropriating is going on all right. And it 
is not only idle land that is being confiscated, but 
vast areas of land on which farmers are trying 
to make a living. If the Trades and Labor Council 
would shout for reduced taxes it would be doing 
more for its members and the welfare of the 
community. A country where land is valueless is 
a country where jobs are scarce. 


A PACIFIST WITH A CLUB. 

The Turks have been massing troops along 
the border of French Syria. It is more likely a 
bluff than a serious threat. Still, with France 
heavily involved in the Ruhr, there is no telling. 
The Turks once joined Germany to loot Europe, 
and they may think that the thing can be done 
yet. The delegates at Lausanne, by way of pre- 
liminary, should tell Kemal to disband his troops 
in the danger zone. To allow him to plead for 
peace with a club in his hand would be to tolerate 
impudence that was not permitted in the case of 
any of his more formidable associates. 


ONLY ONE KICK IN ORDER, 

Only two members of the Nova Scotia Legisla- 
ture voted for the resolution of the Conservative 
leader proposing a referendum on the question of 
seceding from the Dominion. As that is probably 
about the way the plebiscite would have resulted, 
there is no complaint coming from any corner; 
except of course from Mr. Meighen, who may 
properly claim the right to register a protest 
against having to pose as the peculiar champion 
of loyalty in the Federal arena while the party’s 
provincial lieutenant spouts sedition in the legis- 
lature of the far eastern province. 


ANOTHER BLOW-OFF. 

The British Petroleum company’s well near 
Fabyan has blown off. Most of the discharge seems 
to have been mud, though with a _ perceptible 
taint of oil. As the debris went over the top of 
the derrick, there is no question about there being 
gas below. Gas may not always indicate oil, but 
the presence of the one strongly suggests the 
other The incident is encouraging to all who 
are spending money to test the oil resources of 
this part of the province, and to all who in any 
degree realize what areal oil ‘‘find’’ here would 
mean in the way of development and general 


business activity. 


CHANGED ITS MIND. 

The Winnipeg Tribune has made another switch 
of opinion—this time on grain rates from the 
prairies to the Pacific. The other day it pointed 
out editorially that Premier Oliver had no case 
for lower rates to the Coast, because it cost the 
C.P.R. 50 per cent. more to haul across the 
mountains than on the prairies, and the National 
only a “‘little less.’’

; A SASKATOHEWAN HOLD.UP. 


Seeding operations in Saskatchewan have been 
held up by a snowstorm. That is ane kind of a 
hold-up that the farmer makes no complaint 
about, for it means money in his pocket. This is 
his busy season, and interruptions are about as 
welcome as visitors on wash day. But the spring 
snow storm is an exception. It does more for the 
farmer than he could do for himself in tho time 
that he loses. And its aggregate importance to 
the country is considerable. It is a little early yet 
to start computing the cash value of periods of 
precipitation. But without presuming to reduce 
the downfall to dollars and cents, Saskatchewan 
is to be congratulated on a timely increase in the 
moisture supply available to germinate the seed 
and feed the young plants. 


‘‘GOING,’’ OR NOT GOING. 


; The Progressive leader at Ottawa says the In- 
dians on the Manitoba reserves seem to be slowly 
starving to death. He may be over-drawing the 
picture. Still, the country over, the descendants 
of the original inhabitants do not appear to be 
flourishing. For a couple of decades the statis- 
ticians at Ottawa have been proving conclusively 
that they were increasing in numbers. Perhaps 
they are, but the rate of increase is not threaten- 
ing to over-populate the few scattered areas allo- 
cated to them. Rether the appearanec is that they 
are having a pretty dreary time of it on the re- 
serves, and doing little if any better than holding 
their own in numbers. Whether it is that the 
Indian has been babied too much, or that he has 
not been babied enough, it cannot be claimed that 
the pale faces have made any great success of the 
job of adapting the old race to the ways of the 
new and showing the red man how to prosper in 
competition with the white, 


A LOSING PROPOSITION. 


The Conservative leader in the Manitoba Legis- 
lature says any member who supports the wheat 
board bill is liable to be shot on sight if he ap- 
pears in any village of the province. That seems 
like a rather un-conservative statement of the 
case. But it does indicate that the speaker has a 
very positive notion that the farmers of Manitoba 
are not enamored of the proposal to confiscate 
their wheat, and that they will like it still less 
after it has been done. Because his crop ripens 
early the Manitoba farmer has the advantage of 
the early market, and can sell before the wheat 
from Saskatchewan and Alberta comes into com- 
petition. And because that provinces has been 
longer settled, the farmers are in better position 
to do their own financing and marketing than 
those of the more recently occupied parts of the 
West. That the Manitoba farmers should be luke- 
warm, and many of them positively hostile, to the 
wheat board scheme is understandable. From 
their viewpoint it looks at best like a pooling ar- 
rangement which would do them certain harm 
and ‘benefit somebody else if it benefitted any- 
body. 


‘‘WHERE THE TREASURE I8’’ ETO. 


While the United States refused to accept a 
mandate which would have made it responsible 
for the behavior of the Turks, it transpires that 
financial interests in the republic have secured 
a concession from the powers at Angora which 
authorizes them to construct some 2,700 miles of 
railway in Turkish territory, in return for a grant 
of the minera! rights along the rights of way. 
France objects, on the ground that this violates 
an agreement made by it with the former Turkish 
government before the war However this claim 
is to be settled, it is rather to be hoped that the 
new deal with the U.S. financiers may ‘‘stick.’’ 
France has ample responsibilities elsewhere, and 
opportunities to utilize its spare capital in the 
development of countries whose people are more 
deserving of help and less liable to reward their 
benefactors with troubles of divers kinds. And 
if citizens of the United States can be induced 
to invest a few hundred million odd dollars in 
railways and mining enterprises in Turkey, 
Kemal and his outfit will soon begin to learn that 
a new and unwelcome era has dawned for them. 

The government of the United States will in 
that event be bound to protect the contractual 
interests of its citizens in the land of the Turks, 
and the teaching of history is that it will not be at 
all slow or backward about doing it. Railways 
and mining operations cannot be properly carried 
on without a reasonable degree of peace and good 
order, and if the Turks try to continue their 
policy of extermination against non-Turkish races 
under the noses of U.S. officials and influential] 
financiers they are likely to be brought up with a 
jerk and made to conform to the ways of govern- 
mental decency. Railways cannot be efficiently op- 
erated and made to pay in a country where mas- 
sacre and eon prevail, and if the Turk is to 
be supplied with railways under American aus- 
pices they will have to stop killing off people who 
produce traffic, and otherwise acting in @ way 
to invalidate the investment. International fin. 
ance is a powerful civilizing agency. If United 
States money goes into Turkey in large amounts, 
United States influence will go with it, and the 
aspirations of Kemal to do as he pleases in his 
empire will suffer eclipse, mandate or no mandate,
